Dwight Eisenhower, in England, 
Col. Thomas R. Kerschner, a na­ 
tive of Lincoln, is actively engaged 
in organizing procedure abroad to 
insure that all soldiers in the 
European area receive their legiti­ 
mate opportunity to vote, accord­ 
ing to a special dispatch in The 
Chicago Sun, Sunday. 
Plans go beyond helping the 
more leisured soldier at a desk a 
couple of hundred miles behind 
the firing line, the dispatch stated. 
Everything possible is being done 
to enable “Pv't. Joe” w-ay out 
yonder in his fox-hole to cast a 
ballot, too. 
“We are going to give the men 
in the front line a chance to vote,” 
said Kerschner. “We figure that 
if they are getting their mail, it 
might be possible for them to ex- 
erci.se their right at the polls.” 
Kerschner, who is 53, clean 


shaven, with dark complexion and 
thinning hair, intends to go into 
the Normandy battle area, after 
greasing the voting machinery for 
American troops in Britain. 
“Suppose you were out there in 
a fox-hole?” he ask ed the cor­ 
respondent* “You request by post­ 
card—shot and shell permitting— 
that you be sent 
a state ballot. 
Your post-card goes home by air­ 
mail and the ballot is transmitted 
to you by air-mail. We estimate 
that an' average of 45 to 50 days 
will pass between the moment the 
soldiers mail their cards and the 
time their complete ballots reach 
their respective election boards.” 
Soldier voting officials already 
have been named for each unit 
and will help distribute the post­ 
cards. Strict non-partisanship will 
be observed. It is strictly illegal 
for any official to attempt to in­

In this m id-west region, one of the chief eco­ 
nomic problems of the postwar years is favorable 
action upon the Pick plan.

It is a strange echo that comes from out of Min­ 
nesota, where a group of Minneapolis and St. Paul 
business men have been studying the federal tax 
structure. 
After 14 months of research, this Min­ 
nesota group comes forward with a proposal which 
It says is designed to encourage “ venture capital.” 
Its findings inject the element of surprise. 
In its report, it says: 
“ Relatively heavy corporate income taxes are 
not so harmful to the private enterprise system as 
are heavy individual income-tax rates for the rea­ 
son that the latter shut off at the source all possi­ 
bility of venturing capital -by individuals.” 
This, at least, is something new. 
Heretofore, discussion has centered around the 
possibility of corporate tax reduction as a means 
of stimulating post-w'ar activity. 
Even this painstaking study overlooks one sim­ 
ple fact. 
That Is that under the present revenue 
practices, dividends actually are taxed twice—first 
in the corporate ta xes w'ith the excess profit levies 
on industry and business and then again in the 
individual income-tax under which each individual 
reports his income. 
In the tax studies, undoubtedly the attention 
ultimately w ill go to the imposition of this double 
tax. 


J u s t A ro u n d <he C o r n e r 


Tax Commissioner Robert Armstrong refers to 
a possible development in Nebraska which in our 
judgment w ill interest the people of the state 
largely. 
It is, as he says, the possibility that Ne­ 
braska will be confronted with the necessity of 
reviling her tax system In the event of approval 
of two proposals to be submitted at the November 
election through referendums. 
One, by advocates of good roads, would termi­ 
nate the practice of using a cent of the gasoline 
tax collected in this state for old age assistance, 
and restrict the revenues derived through the gaso­ 
line tax rigidly to highw-ay improvement. 
The 
other is the dry proposal. 
All revenues collected 
through liquor taxes are devoted to old age as­ 
sistance. 
With the exception of a head tax, the fact 
is all of the funds In support of old age assistance 
have come from these two sources of revenue. 
♦ 
♦ 
♦ 
A very logical and a very convincing argument 
can be constructed that gasoline taxes should in 
their very nature be utilized solely for maintenance 
and for new construction in connection with the 
state highway system. That is the way the gasoline 
tax came to be imposed in the beginning. 
It 
started in a small way, gradually was increased, 
and then an additional cent wa s appropriated for 
old age assistance. 
Under the existing circum­ 
stances, it is not likely that the people of Ne­ 
braska will look with favor upon any proposal that 
inevitably Involves the alternative of levying new 
taxes to support recognized agencies of govern­ 
ment. 
One of the factors contributing largely to the 
success of the Nebraska highway program is that 
it was built slowly and paid for at the completion 
of the work. 
The gradual construction of perma­ 
nent roads meant that Nebraska was able to take 
advantage of every improvement and innovation 
in highway construction without retracing its steps 
and rebuilding roads originally constructed under 
old standards. 
These standards change as new 
proc'esses make their appearance. 
At the close 
of the war, it is to be assumed there w ill be addi­ 
tional developments to be tdken into consideration 
in the building of the roads in the future. 
There 
is something to be said for going slowly Instead 
of attempting to complete the job in a shortened 
period of time. 
♦ 
+ 
♦ 
But on the matter of old age assistance, if gaso­ 
line funds are to be utilized solely for highway 
construction, and that portion now allocated to 
other purposes is withdrawn, there can be no 
choice except an increase in real estate and per­ 
sonal taxes or some new form of tax levy; pos­ 
sibly a sales tax. 
The attitude of the people of Nebraska on new 
forms of taxation has been made plain time and 
time again. 
These proposals come before the people at the 
time of a presidential contest and the chances are 
they w ill not receive the attention which would 
be given them under other circumstances, but they 
are of great importance and they do merit close 
attention.

Many 
poor old men or women go to bed 
hungry and with very little for 
breakfast. 
And now some state officials 
are getting petitions signed to take 
the gasoline tax and place it on 
roads thus taking it away from 
the needy. I hope it is not one of 
our governor’s actions. 
One of the workers about an 
hour ago told me it was the leg is­ 
lature that fixed the budget while 
two other workers at different 
times told me it was they them­ 
selves, the workers, who decided 
how much we get to live on.

THE STRAINS OF WAR 


Ta sk o f R ebuilding 


Caen, which fell to the British in the Normandy 
engagement, is a French city of 60,000 people in 
normal peace time. 
Some idea of the post-war problems of recon­ 
struction can be gained by the news that when 
this bitterly-defended German strong point finally 
was taken by the invasion forces, scarcely a build­ 
ing remained undamaged. 
Most of the city itself 
had been reduced to masses of stone, and brick. 
In all of these invasion countries, the pressure 
of military needs has postponed all steps of re­ 
construction. 
In Russia, in the British Isles, on 
the Italian mainland, and naturally, in recently- 
invaded France, the destruction of air bombard­ 
ment, and of artillery will remain untouched until 
the final booming of the guns and thuds of ex­ 
plosives. 
The work of rebuilding w ill not get 
underway until the war is finished. 
Russia has been the heaviest-hit of all coun­ 
tries. 
When the fighting reached the banks of the 
Volga, It carried the war across these regions of 
Russia which contained 70 per cent of the Russian 
people, and the bulk of her industry. 
Caen was an old city, hopelessly antiquated, 
and when it rises again, it will have the advantage

Ill E v ery F ield 
The joint report by President Roosevelt and 
British Prime Minister Winston Churchill showing 
that the fangs of the German submarine largely 
have been pulled, recalls that in no military field 
in which the allies were hopelessly outnumbered 
in the beginning does Hitler now possess su­ 
premacy. 
Until a year ago, the German luftwaffe was 
supreme. 
Now it is a pitiful fighting machine on the 
basis of American and British superiority. 
Germany was the first to make widespread use 
of the submarine. 
Her unrestricted warfare in 
World War No. 1 was modified by Hitler through 
the inauguration of that policy at the beginning 
of the present conflict. 
There were many grave 
and anxious months for those nations engaged in 
a life and death struggle against nazi aggression. 
Now the German submarine has been brought so 
largely under control that it no longer constitutes 
the great menace to shipping it previously was. 
Against J apan, the American submarine forces 
have fought a brilliant war. 
Since Pearl Harbor, 
they have sent nearly 700 J apanese warships and 
merchant vessels of all descriptions either to the 
bottom or have damaged them so severely they had 
to flee back to port for repair. 
Hitler has discovered no weapon his scientists 
and engineers can devise and his workmen pro­ 
duce that cannot be produced better by the allies. 


It should be no surprise to any­ 
one who has thought about it at 
all that the stresses of war have 
created 
many 
mental 
invalids. 
Men’s minds, like their bodies, are 
built on different levels of re­ 
sistance to strain. 
One man will go along quite 
efficiently on a job that requires 
little responsibility or initiative 
and a« long as economic condi­ 
tions are prosperous he will never 
show that he has inside him the 
seeds of mental deterioration, a l­ 
coholism 
or 
complete 
madness. 
Most men lead lives of quiet des­ 
peration, but so long as the des­ 
peration is quiet we never notice 
them. When something makes it 
active society has to take notice. 
War is certainly the supreme ex­ 
ample of such an activator. We 
are 
seeing 
in medical 
practice 
plenty of examples of the result 
and it is not pessimism, but sim­ 
ply a realistic conclusion that one 
of the great post-war problems 
will be the mental incapacity of a 
large group of cur citizens, the 
numerical amount of which would 
be difficult to assess. 
Report From England 


From F.ngland we have a report 
on this by Dr. J ames W. Mackin-j 
tosh, published by the Common- ' 
wealth Fund (The War and Men­ 
tal Health in England). The Brit­

2. Conversional b r e a k d o w n . 
"These are gross mood disorders, 


or the simulation or fear of some 
organic disease. 
3. The accentuation of previous­ 
ly seen and recognized neuroses. 
The hysteric, or the person with 
temper tantrums has more fre­ 
quent attacks for less real reasons. 
The 
functional 
dyspeptic 
takes 
more pills. 
War Cures. 
One hopeful thing about this 
last group is that the stresses and 
re.sponsibilities of the war cures 
instead of accentuates a lot of 
them. 
One lesson from the British ex­ 
perience is that in treatment we 
shall probably have to take these 
people in classes and treat them 
by group psychology. 
The cases 
are too numerous to allow of In­ 
dividualization.

too. Then it does more damage 
than good. So place the mulch of

clippings in 
layers

not over an Inch deep. Then in a

few days or exen next week re­ 
peat and add another one inch 
layer. Continue in this way until 
you have the mulch as deep 
as 
you think best. 
One Ripe Tomato. 
To date we have had one ripe 
tomato in our Victofry garden. 
And this I picked last Wednesday 
and ate almost immediately. It 
was good, 
too, but 
rather 
a 
freak. The plant was small and 
not another 
on it. 
Since 
I’ve 
picked this one the little plant 
seems to have taken a new lease 
on life and is just bursting forth 
in bloom. So it will bear plenty 
of fruit later on when we need it 
more. 
If we do 
not 
get this afore­ 
mentioned rain and you must wa­ 
ter your Victory garden remem­ 
ber this—Do not turn the sprink­ 
ler on your plants during the hot­ 
test part of any day. 
Avoid if 
possible turning the sprinkler di­ 
rectly on plants and flowers at 
any time. 
Do it this way; re­ 
move the nozzle from the hos* 
and place the end of the hose or 
a flat stone or board, then allow 
the water to trickle slowly over 
this and into spots you want wa­ 
tered. 
Let it remain long Oiougl: 
in each place 
to 
soak the sol, 
completely and then, move to an­ 
other spot. 
It is always best ol 
course when 
possible to 
water 
only in the very early mornin* 
and of an evening after the sun 
has set. 
I’m no weather prognosticator 
Remember, I only said it look* 
like it might rain. 
It looks now

and that it might be hot and 
sticky today.

department of music at

“ makes the acquisition of other 
things easier. 
It helps realization 
because it makes the conditions 
right for a person to grow.” 
Music is also great because it 
makes certain grand moments in 
life and holds them, he added. 
In emphasizing the fact that 
ev ery child is different from ev ery 
other one, the speaker pointed out 
that the old methods of education 
stressed the things held in com­ 
mon, 
while 
modern 
education 
stresses what each one has that 
is 
unique. 
Teachers, 
he 
said, 
should dev elop the contribution 
each child can make that is dif­ 
ferent from the rest of the world. 
Aids Memory . 
Music is one of the things that 
causes ail the factors of knowledge 
to be assimilated more rapidly , 
and certain things to stand out in 
memory , he asserted. 
Towards the end of his lecture 
Dy kema showed the effect of a 
great poem “ Battle Hy mn of the 
Republic” with a small orchestra 
play ing and the audience singing 
After the first v erse he added the 
trumpet, then a descant of singers, 
and lastly had the audience keep 
step to the music—to giv e the ef­ 
fect of marching men. Each addi­ 
tion gav e more accurate ex pres­ 
sion to the feeling J ulia Ward 
Howe must hav e had when she 
wrote the song. 
Dy kema will lecture ev ery day 
this week at 2 p. m. in the Stu­ 
dent Union.
